Sountoi-- Kcnyon Snys Oreed Is
Rampant nnd Is Making

Bolshoviks.

JOHNSON ALSO ATTACKS

Doth Protest That' Steering
Committee Buries Bills Aim-

ing at Belief.

Washington, May 19. Senator John-
son (Cat.) Issued y a defiance to
tho Republican steering commlttci ol
the Senate and announced ttat lie should
t.X the proper tlmo move to bring up
the Johnson-Nola- n bill fixing a mini-

mum, wag) for Government employees.
Senator Kcnyon (Iowa) started tho at-

tack on the steering committee nnd pre-

cipitated u general discussion of profit-
eering and the high cost of living by
protesting that the bill to regulate the
meat packers, though reported from
committee as long ago as February 4,
was denied a place In the legislative
programme, while the merchant marine
bill, which was reported only on May
4, even now was befbre the Senate as
unfinished business. He ohnrged dis-
crimination against certain measures.

"I recognize the right of no small
group of Senators, when bills have
been reported, to decide that certain
ones shall not be considered. This bill
13 the only one which proposes any
effort at reduction of the excessive costs
of living."

'The steering committee has no right
to deny a hearing to any bill," retorted
Senator Lodge (Mass.), Republican
leader. "The recess Is near and It has
been thought necessary to press the
great supply bills. If tho Senate de-

sires, It can at any time take up the
packer bill."

Kenron'a Bill Pocketed.
Senator Johnson asked about the

Johnson-Nola- n bill. "Has It, too, been
pocketed by the Steering Committee?"
he demanded.

"That bill was reported from the La-
bor Committee, and at the time I doubt-
ed If It would ever see the light of day,"
replied Senator Kenyon. "Lltte the
packer bill, It is never denied a place
In the legislative programme. The
Steering Committee merely never
reaches It."

Senator Sherman (III.) observed that
the packer measure had been around
for three or four years: "at least Its
disembodied spirit has been wandering
about." he said, and he added that if It
was to pass at all it would not be till
after there had been ample discussion.

Senator Kenyon then turned to a con
sideration of paying his
compliments to Senator Walsh (Mass )

for the courageous speech he had made
the day before.

'There Is one phase of the high cost
of living that can be remedied, and that
Is profiteering," said Mr. Kcnyon. "I
believe it is safe to say that nearly one- -
half of the Increased cost of living Is
due to profiteering. The people are tired
of It They are cursing the profiteer:
they aro damning Congress because it
does not do something, and there Is a
spirit of hate developing In this country
that is ominous.

"Is It any wonder there Is dlsdord. un
rest, discontent amoivr the people, when
they observe the shrinking purchasing
power of their earnings; when they
read of the tremendous profit
that patrloteers have gathered to
themselves during and since the
war, and with what unction thev
wrap the flag about them nnd denounce
every one who questions their right to
rob the American people as Bolshevists.

Washington, Moy 19. A plan to uh
a billion dollar revolving fund to finance
thosgraln products of the country, and
actual authorization by Congress of a
$30,000,000 fund to purchnso farm land
bank securities, wero tho net results of
a conference to end the grain congestion
hold here to. day by Julius Barnes, di-

rector of tho United States Grain Cor-

poration, with heads of Government de.
partmenta nnd of Congressional com-

mittees,
Tho conference was called by Mr.

Barnes to evolve methods of financing
tho grain crop, which Is Jammed In the
middle West, unable' to move on account
of tho transportation tlcup, and to work
out a new plan which shall bo substl-tutt- d

for the policy of "hedging'' which
Is being abolished by tho grain xraue
becnuso conditions havo become too
hazardous to permit Its use.

Mr, Barnes went on record ns opposed
to any further regulation of the price
of wheat, and scouted prophecies of HO
(lour nnd 25 cent bread as possibilities
growing out of tho present situation.

Plenty of Food In West.
The conference revolved about tho

startling situation presented a few days
ago by representatives of the mlddlo
West who called attention to the fact
that while the East Is paying exorbitant
prices for food tho West Is fined with
food which Is unablo to move. Tho
transportation situation was described
as tho most potent cause of n situation
which not only Increases the cost of
living generally, but threatens financial
disaster becauso tho Federal Heservo
banks aro glutted with grain paper
which they nre unable to liquidate.

Quick action In Congress followed
presentation of the facts. Senator
Gronna, North Dakota, to avoid delay
In conference, promptly substituted the
House bill Just passed authorizing the
Secretary of the Treasury to purchase
farm land bank securities to the amount
of $30,000,000 for his own bill author,
izlng the use of $60,000,000 for tho
name purpose, and promptly obtained
its passage. The bill Is now ready to
go to the President for signature.

Secretary of the Treasury Houston
and W. P. G. Harding, Governor of the
Federal Iteserve Board, were requested
in ilnvUn ,rifthml4 nf flnnneincr the erflln
crops of the country, and tho Interstate
Commerce Commission was urged to In-
